CITES METHODS 
TO AID RELIEF 


Asserting that “We find many dif­ 
ferent plans offered to reduce the 
cost of government, but we regret 
to see the lack of harmony in put­ 
ting any of 
them 
into effect,’' 
Harry J. VanDyke, Butler township, 
chairman of the Adams county unit 
of the Tax Justice league of Penn­ 
sylvania, in a letter to Governor 
Pinchot expresses the hope that 
•'this present session of the legis­ 
lature will grant ifubstanttal relief 
for the overburdened taxpayers of 
Pennsylvania.” 
Mr. VanDyke's letter to the gov­ 
ernor follows: 
Watching Solon* 
"The taxpayers of Adams county 
as well as those of every other 
county of the state are watching 
the state government much more 
closely than they ever have done 
before. The reason is obvious. Men 
who have always paid their taxes 
promptly and willingly face a situ­ 
ation in which they are unable to 
earn the bare necessities of life and 
if .they be owners of real estate they 
know they will be called on to pay 
their full share (if not more) of the 
cost of government. 
‘‘In looking at the facts we find 
many different plans offered to re­ 
duce the cost of government, but 
we regret to see the lack of har- 
* mony In putting any of them into 
effect. Surely any state officer who 
is willing to put the welfare of the 
people of the state above personal 
or party advantage could set a most 
valuable example for all the people 
of our state. 
By offering to accept 
salaries no higher than those of 
1921, the effect of such a move 
would be far reaching and immedi- 
I ate. 
Unless all our people Join in 
the movement to balance budgets 
by reducing expenses our recovery 
must come quite slowly if at ail. 
Bankrupt Agriculture 
‘•This is no time to play politics 
with 
bankrupt 
agriculture. 
We 
agree 
whole-heartedly 
but 
with 
deepest regret we are forced to be­ 
lieve it is being done. 
“It is the opinion of the taxpay­ 
ers of Pennsylvania that salaries 
should be reduced: that the gover­ 
nor and the legislature should at 
once establish a fiat income tax, 
The revenue of this tax to be used 
in the support of schools and there­ 
by relieve real estate of part of its 
unbearable tax burden. We believe 
that many employes could be drop­ 
ped from the state's pay roll with­ 
out Injury to the service rendered. 
We believe the conditions of tjrfe 
present time call for the same care­ 
ful business methods in government 
that private individuals are forced 
to practice in their affairs. 
“We earnestly hope and pray this 
present session of the legislature 
~ 'township chairman

HOSE who go through life, without at least once having fallen to the 
lure of the scrap-book, have missed one of the minor joys of life. 
I was first introduced to the scrap-book by my father, who was 
a minister. He had several of them, but the most curious one was that 
in which nothing but faces appeared. He would cut from every place 
imaginable, pictures of men and women of every race, color, religion and 
country. He called it his “Book of Faces.” It was one of the most in­ 
teresting books in his large library. 
Scrap-books may become most instructive and entertaining. After 
years of scrapping from here and there, to pick one up is like entering a 
great assemblage of people of all sorts, and having a word with scores ol 
them. 
There is nothing like contact with different minds. And what a man 
or woman writes down is usually the best of him or her—provided that 
writing is honest and sincere. 
Keeping a scrap-book is a glorious hobby, and one sure to improve 
any mind and lead to fine habits of reading and thinking. 
Samuel Butler had the habit of writing down in a note-book his many 
observations and opinions—no matter what they might be. Today there 
is no more valuable or instructive book, of all th at he wrote, than this 
one published under the title of "Samuel Butler’s Note-Book.” Read it 
and you know the man. 
Our minds are invisible scrap-books. Gathered from thousands of 
sources, we have stored bits that come tq us, as the years advance, that 
give us untold pleasure and happiness. 
Children should be encouraged to keep a scrap-book. 
It will sun­ 
light their lives in after years. 
I have a friend who marks his books as he reads them, and then gives 
each book, when finished, to his secretary, who copies each paragraph 
marked, and makes them into a sort of brief. In this way my friend can 
often go back to the book, feast upon Its rarest meat, and keep it fresh 
as an inspiration.
